news 1s released 
to the public, it’s 


a big deal. And during 
2021, it seemed that 

a lot more UFO news 
than usual was released, 
including from the U.S. 
government. According to UFO researcher Ryan Sprague, 
even more UFO news will be released in 2022 from 
UAPx, an all-volunteer and non-funded civilian organiza- 
tion that researches UFOs and UAPs. 

This year, UAPx will be releasing 3 terabytes of new 
UFO data. For those of you (like me) who aren’t sure ex- 
actly how much data that equates to, it “includes over 600 
hours of infrared video from numerous FLIR cameras.” 

A lot of this was collected over the past year. 

“The general results from the data collection and 
analysis reveal a statistically significant number of anoma- 
lous objects and phenomena,” according to Sprague. 

Could this footage contain some definitive proof of 
intelligent extraterrestrial Ше? We will have to wait and see.

The movie follows refugees Bol (Sope Dirisu) and 
Rial (Wunmi Mosaku), who flee South Sudan with their 
daughter, Nyagak.

The Мајигѕ settle down with a probational asylum in 
an English town outside of London, hoping for a better 
life. But all 15 not well. The house assigned to them 1s de- 
crepit, harsh restrictions have been imposed upon them, 
and the locals harbor deeply racist attitudes. 
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While Bol does everything he can to assimilate to the 
way of life in the U.K., Rial clings desperately to the cul- 
ture they left behind. But as the days pass in their shabby 
new home, the couple experiences strange and chilling 
phenomena, complete with visions of the deceased Nya- 
gak and a mysterious man who disappears into the walls. 

A great evil has moved in alongside them, an entity 
that demands a grave debt be repaid.

Psychology Professor Matthew J. Sharps Weighs In

at 15 real, and what 1s not? Do we really have 
any clue what this mathematical Matrix that 
surrounds us truly contains? 

As far as 1t 1s known, our brain has not yet learned 
how to place a concept into the frame of classical reality 
or how to convert the geometric design(s) of nature her- 
self into an understandable language. 

"Once, I accidentally changed the lens of my camera 
during a sandstorm in Southeastern Utah, and two little 
dust specks ended up inside the camera," said Matthew 
J. Sharps, professor of psychology at California State Uni- 
versity, Fresno, during a podcast with The Next Truth. “I 
saw there were the two little spots on these pictures that 
looked like perfect flying saucers. When, in an ехреп- 
ment, we told people that these pictures were taken іп an 
area where people had reported witnessing paranormal 
and spiritual phenomena, which was true. These dust 
specs suddenly turned into UFOs, possibly Klingon invad- 
ers in their spaceships for those individuals.” 

Like water chooses the easiest way to descend, the 
brain seems to automatically grab what 1s the most logical 
translation of what it “thinks” it 15 perceiving and, in a 
most creative manner, starts filling in the blanks of what- 
ever it might be that 1s dwelling in a dark forest or crossing 
the skies with а speed that breaks all laws of physics. 

"In some of my own research that we have published, 
we show the psychological characteristics that incline you 
to believe, and to perceive, one type of paranormal phe- 
nomena or another," Professor Sharps says. 

So, what is the purpose for our brain to fill in these 
blanks with Mother Nature's monsters, UFOs, or con- 
spiracy theories? Is 1t a neuron-psychological defense 
mechanism? Where lies the origin of this stimulus that 
is triggering the brain in believing its own creations and 
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Professor Matthew J. Sharps teaches forensic cognitive science, 


cognitive psychology, cognitive neuroscience, and the history 
of psychology at California State University, Fresno.

... What would happen if people would perceive classical 
reality for what 1t is by nature? 

In order to gain a deeper insight into how psychology, 
cultural beliefs, and the paranormal are related, І con- 
tacted Professor Sharps and asked him how and why “we’ 
believe in ghostly apparitions and mythological creatures. 
Prof. Sharps recently answered those questions and more.

Q: You are a professor of psychology, but I under- 
stand that your first choice of research, as well as 
your expertise, lies in another field that deals with 
the past.

Prof. Sharps: I'm pretty much a straight experimental 
psychologist, working in cognitive and forensic cognitive 
science, but I also have some training in physical anthro- 
pology and archaeology. 

I wind up using archaeology 1n my work all the time, 
because the cultural context of psychology 15 extremely 
important and we see the broadest spectrum of cultural 
factors by looking at the past. 
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tural context іп psychology, 
does that lie in the diversity 
of how people view the world 
or in an individual perspec- 
tive? 


Prof. Sharps: I think all of these, because you are look- 
ing at the attempt of how science evaluates the human 
boundaries. So I think that you wind up with the larger 
perspective being extremely important. You are not able 
to unscrew thoughts and memories from the head and 
slap them on a board; you more or less have to look at 
cognition as an activity of living creatures, embedded in a 
real world. 

‘There are three broad classes of determinants of what 





we are evolved to be as living creatures operating in the 
real world. These are organismic, what we are as evolved 
living systems; developmental, where we are іп our 
species-typical developmental trajectory; and experien- 
tial, what we, as developing humans interacting with local 
cultural dynamics, have experienced in our lives. The 
experiential factors, ш a way that they are interacting with 
development, are hugely cultural determinant. 











Q: From a psychological point 
of view, how do cultural heri- 
tage, our views, the paranor- 
mal, and modern psychology 
relate to each other? 


Prof. Sharps: I think that they interact historically. 
Before you got the reports from the 1940s about the so- 
called “flying saucers,” the guy who first reported these 
things reported them as shaped like boomerangs. But 
then the things were reported as “saucers skipping across 
the water.” Why anybody would skip a saucer on the 
water I don’t know, but before you know it, you get the 
iconic image of a Frisbee, or literally a flying disk, flap- 
ping around in space — from the concept of a boomerang 
shape inadvertently described as a saucer.

The concept of Bigfoot, well, 1f you have enough 
people believing in its existence, and you display people 
running around in gorilla suits on television, you wind up 
with a huge group of people who then start looking for 
this creature as such. At some point, some of these Big- 
foot hunters might see a tree that 1s oddly shaped, at dusk, 
or they might see an angry cow In a bush, and if they 
don't know how an angry cow 15 liable to act in a bush, 
they might decide that they've encountered Bigfoot in that 
bush rather than a cow. But Bigfoot, 
for them, has horns. 








Nowadays people will not gen- 
erally mistake a comet or a meteor 
for a UFO. But many years ago, 
Afonso of Portugal went running 
through his garden threatening a comet with a loaded pis- 
tol because he assumed that 1t was a harbinger of doom. 

So, we see a cultural determinant: We now know 
more about astronomy than Afonso did, so we no longer 
threaten comets with guns. 


Q: Do you think that the avalanche of YouTube vid- 
eos and documentaries discussing Mother Nature's 
monsters are implanting this altered image in our 
minds and thus is wiping out the cultural beliefs? 
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"Ihe human brain is 
programmed to experience 
phenomena." 


Prof. Sharps: The way a phenomenon was interpreted 
in the European Middle Ages was very different from how 
itis being interpreted today. So, of course, some modifi- 
cations will be seen in any given culture. 

With your permission, let me give an example. 
When I was a kid, UFOs were explained as being 
operated by little green Martians and then later on by 
interstellar space-faring civilizations, perhaps the Vulcans 
and Фе Klingons. But today, that has changed; people 
may not expect that aliens are 
flying the spaceships in person, 
but rather that the ships are being 

own by machines. 

‘Today, you see a tremendous 
amount of artificial intelligence/ 
mechanical mythology around the UFO phenomena and 
how UFOs are probably drones or perhaps operated by 
computers. 

You also see people suggesting that these things are 
shifting from dimension to dimension, with reference to 





poorly understood 1deas of quantum mechanics, and this 
terminology has merged for many people with the science 
fiction concepts of the Vulcans and the Klingons. 

Back in the early days of science fiction, you had 
these space cowboys, like Mr. Spock and Captain Kirk, 





acting more like cowbovs with ray guns. Well, fast 
forward to now, and you have drones that have come 
through other dimensions. So, ves, as the culture chang- 
es, even over decades or in one life time, you see these 
tremendous cultural shifts. 


Q: In your article "Bigfoot and Martians and 
Ghosts, Oh My!" you mention that people who 
are experiencing depression are more likely to 
believe in space aliens and ghosts. Sure, dur- 

ing stressful times one's mind can give "life" to 
nature's optical illusions, such as a spectacle of 
light or shadows. But combining experiences, or 
visions, as such with depression and/or ADHD ... 
that is new for me. 


Prof. Sharps: The human brain is programmed to 
experience phenomena. In what is called pareidolia, 
we transform meaningless patterns into meaning. А big 
chunk of the temporal lobe in the human brain deals 
with faces. So, 1f you arrange a couple of fried eggs and а 
strip of bacon on a plate, 1t might look like a face ... and 
you can tell if your breakfast is happy or sad. People can 
all do this. And that 1s the kind of interpretation we are 
talkang about. 

We are not talking about mental illness when we 
say the word “depression,” but we found that people 
who tend to feel depressed tend to believe in ghosts and 
aliens. And this makes perfect sense. When you are 
depressed, the ghosts show you that there 1s an afterlife 
where things might get better; and the aliens might take 














you to a nicer planet. 

But, these tendencies are psychologically specific. 

For example, people who aren't depressed but who have 
tendencies toward Attention Deficit Disorder, or hyperac- 
tivity, might find life a bit boring. ‘They don't like to live in 
a cubical surrounding. They love the idea of Bigfoot and 
the Loch Ness Monster, and they tend to believe ш both. 
They don’t care about the aliens or ghosts, beloved of the 
depressed, and the depressed don’t give a damn about 
flying saucers or Bigfoot. Our psychological characteristics 
predispose our paranormal beliefs. 

Now, people who have tendency toward dissocia- 
tion, they believe in everything. We have demonstrated 
this in an experiment in where people with the tendency 
toward dissociation actually see Bigfoot in a picture, 
where others see only a kid in a gorilla suit. And so you 
have this complex of psychological components and, 
depending on what they are, interacting in different ways 
with local cultural backgrounds. And before you know it, 
the angry cow in the bush 15 either a Bigfoot or a ghost.

These phenomena actually influence what you perceive 
in the world. 


Q: In your article, you also state that the experi- 
ences people had, regardless if they are speaking 
of seeing UFOs, ghostly apparitions, or monsters, 
are based on non-existing "things" and, because 
of this, should mean that their non-reality is prov- 
en. Is the latter possible at all if the globe contains 
that many believers? I mean, would that not be, in 
a way, equal to presenting the Pope the scientific 
proof that is debunking the Bible? 


Prof. Sharps: Excellent question. Almost always these 
paranormal sightings are based on the mental interpreta- 
поп of something that 15 real. Almost nobody sees Bigfoot 
or the Loch Ness Monster without something like а weird- 
ly shaped tree or a school of salmon in the perceptual 
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held. The process 15 not like some sort of hallucination. 
It's cognitive reconfiguration of your perception of stimuli 
that are already there. 

And it's very interesting that there are no known cul- 
tures that do not have supernatural beliefs — such beliefs 
very probably have adaptive significance in terms of social 
cohesion and similar important cultural functions. 


Q: You are also an associate member of the 
International Association of 
Chiefs of Police and fellow 
of the American College of 
Forensic Examiners Insti- 
tute. You have consulted in 
nearly 200 criminal cases in 
California and elsewhere, as 
well as served as a research 
consultant to the Fresno Po- 
lice Department. Is this what 
has influenced you to write 
your book, Processing Under 
Pressure: Stress, Memory, 
and Decision Making in Law 
Enforcement? 


Prof. Sharps: Yes. In the applied 
forensic work, I found that not 
very much was really known about 
cognitive processing in that area. 
And it's important to have enough 
research evidence for what we do 
in law enforcement and criminal 





Justice. 

It's also true that the relatively 
extreme factors in the forensic 
realm provide an excellent venue 
for understanding more basic issues 
In cognition. 


Q: But there's a huge difference between crimi- 
nal and threatening events on the streets and the 
question of how modern and traditional religion, 
and the rituals within, are merged with paranor- 
mal beliefs, correct? 


Prof. Sharps: There is continuity in the nervous sys- 
tem, and the same processes involved in eyewitness pro- 
cessing in criminal justice also operate 1n the eyewitness 
processing of something like Bigfoot, a flying saucer, or 
a ghost. 

‘The same processes that turn a blond burglar into a 
brunette 1n our minds are the ones that turn an angry cow

in a bush into Bigfoot or an oddly shaped experimental 
airplane into a Klingon starship. 


Q: Does your book contain unexplained phenom- 
ena experienced by police officers, or does it only 
discuss the psychological effects people experi- 
ence when working under pressure? 


Prof. Sharps: Processing Under Pressure 1s pretty 
specific to law enforcement and criminal Justice. It deals 
with psychology under stress, with 
eyewitness memory, and with 
decision-making in those fields, 
and it extends these principles into 
PTSD, criminal investigation, and 
even training in bomb detection. 


Q: Is it possible that we can 
reverse your theory? I mean, 
when the mysteries and opti- 
cal illusions are wiped out of 
our reality and a mathematical 
matrix is entering our aware- 
ness, many could fall victim to 
a personal emptiness, becom- 
ing a prisoner in their own 
mind that in turn creates a 
form of depression and, ac- 
cording to your article, then 
brings, among others, ghosts 
and UFOs into existence? 


Prof. Sharps: That's a very 
important observation, and I think 
that's been happening for a long 
time. Michelangelo’s great painting 
of The Last Judgment in the Sis- 
tine Chapel, for example, has been 
interpreted by some as an allegory 
for the loss of the predominantly 
faith-based thinking of the European Middle Ages as 
the new more science-based thinking of the Renaissance 
began to rise. 

here's a loss of feelings of importance and centrality 
there, and perhaps a loss of comfort. It’s an important 
question — what do people do and how do they feel in a 
world where their spiritual yearnings have more difficulty 
in finding purpose? 





Q: In one of your emails to me, you said, "We 
don't manufacture paranormal phenomena; we 
convert natural things into unnatural perceptions 
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... our minds turn into whatever our personal cul- 
tural and mythological landscapes dictate." Could 
it be that we have a need for believing the mytho- 
logical stories, religious narratives, mysterious 
flying objects, ghostly apparitions, and Mother 
Nature's monsters? 


Prof. Sharps: Since all known cultures lean in that direc- 
tion, I think what you're suggesting 1s a very good bet. 
Such belief systems lend themselves to social cohesion, to 
altruistic beliefs In some cases, and to group conformity 
and obedience to authority — all important aspects of any 
given culture. 


Q: So, if these vivid experiences 
are just a natural neuro-psy- 
chological defense mechanism 
in order for us to make some 
sense of a world in where reality 
and non-reality seem to merge, 
should we then debunk them 
and thus stop them from hap- 
pening? 


Prof. Sharps: That's an interesting 

question that the science can’t really help with. I suppose 
it depends on the individual point of view being stressed. 
Do we want to know what’s actually happening physically 
and at what level of explanation? Or are we trying to tell 
an exhortative or comforting story? Or do we need to 
use these psychological dynamics to pursue an important 
social goal, for good or Ш? 

The science itself usually winds up being neutral on 
such issues. This kind of question really depends on value 
judgments, and when science has gotten involved іп value 
judgments in the past, the track record has been pretty poor. 








Q: Even though this sounds more than logical, 
some events are only scraping the boundaries of 
what is being considered as paranormal. Several 
years ago, while I was living in South Africa, I 
participated in an African Vodun ritual. There 
were neither synthetically nor biological drugs in- 
volved; only a few woman were present, and the 
African Death Drum could be heard in the back- 
ground. Skipping some of the rituals due to these 
being sacred ... but things went wrong, meaning I 
could not get out of a trance I had slipped into. 

I had to be dragged out of it with physical 
force. While being in that state I was aware of, or 
better said "I was" aware of both my astral body 
and my physical body. It was a grim and surreal

experience of what I can only describe as being 
possessed by myself. 

Now here is the catch. I was born and raised 
in the Netherlands, I lived in Africa for only three 
years, and I've lived in Germany for the about 
the past decade. How is it possible for a person 
like me to experience this realm in the traditional 
belief system of this local Sotho tribe? 





Prof. Sharps: That's a fascinating experience. There's 
really no experimental evidence on this kind of thing. 
But, theoretically, I think, it would be more likely for a 








relative outsider to have such an experience or to ехрегі- 
ence it more powerfully or profoundly. Understanding 
of anything, іп cognitive terms, and 
this is something I go into a lot in 
Processing Under Pressure, de- 
pends on having an explicit, feature- 
intensive prior cognitive framework 
within which to encapsulate a given 





experience. 

‘The people of a given culture 
are more likely to have such a 
framework within which to normal- 
ize their culture-based experiences than are people whose 
experience of that culture 1s more limited than that of the 
native person. Consequently, it might be that the relevant 
experiences would be even more profound and striking to 











a relative cultural newcomer. 


Q: Do you think modern science will soon pro- 
vide the desired evidence that proves the exis- 
tence of Mother Nature's monsters and, perhaps, 
the existence of the non-physical planes that still 
look foggy? 


Prof. Sharps: Given the history of science to date, I'd 
say probably not. All we're really able to say at this point 
is that we can identify psychological principles that can 
result in the perception of ... supernatural experience in 





some cases. 

Beyond that, the methodological nature of science 15 
not really suited to metaphysical 15sues. Science 1s based 
on public and replicable events, and personal mystical 
experience, for example, generally are just not reported to 
operate that way.

Spooks Trabold: 
EXORCIST IN ACADEMIA

he purpose of exorcism 15 the expulsion of de- 
| mons or liberation from demonic possession, per- 
formed by a priest with the bishop’s permission. 
During this rite, the Catholic Church asks authoritatively 
in the name of Jesus Christ that a person or object be pro- 
tected against the power of the Evil One and withdrawn 
from his dominion. 

According to Archbishop Ron Feyl-Enright, Chief 
Exorcist at the Order of Exorcists, The Sacred Order of 
St. Michael the Archangel in Ontario, California, “Not 
everyone can be an exorcist or an investigator. We believe 
it’s important that you have a ‘calling’ from God to do this 
type of ministry.” 

Priests can find the ancient liturgy of prayers and ex- 
hortations used to exorcise demons and devils in the last 
paragraphs of the Rituale Romanum, the Catholic Rite of 
Exorcism: 

The priest delegated by the Ordinary to perform 
this office should first go to confession or at least elicit 
an act of contrition, and, 1f convenient, offer the Holy 
Sacrifice of the Mass, and implore God’s help in 
other fervent prayers. He vests in surplice and purple 
stole. Having before him the person possessed (who 
should be bound if there 1s any danger), he traces 
the sign of the cross over him, over himself, and the 
bystanders, and then sprinkles all of them with holy 
water. After this, he kneels and says the Litany of the 
Saints, exclusive of the prayers which follow it. 

The Rituale Romanum also contains prayers and rites 
administered by the priest, including liturgies for the sick 
and the deceased.

Vatican City in the archdiocese of Rome. In Amorth’s (Photo: archives.sbu.edu) 
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book, The Devil Is Afraid of Me: The Life and Work of 
the World's Most Famous Exorcist, he claimed to have 
personally handled more than 30,000 exorcisms during 
his career, at a pace of 17 per day. 

He dedicated his Ше to abolishing Satanic evil and 
taught that ghosts were not real, but demons were. An 
article written by author and paranormal expert Rosemary 
Ellen Guiley stated that Amorth believed demonic posses- 
sion could happen in one of four ways: 

Through a curse by another, by continuing a life of 
sin, by practicing occultism, and as a test of the victim’s 
faith, most usually the trials endured by the saints that 
prove their holiness. The possessed person invites 
Satan into their life by choosing the paths of sin and oc- 
cultism; the two ways are foisted upon the unwary. 





Fr. Alphonsus Trabold, O.F.M., Exorcist 

Another famed exorcist was Fr. Alphonsus Trabold 
O.F.M. (1925-2005), who straddled the line between 
ghost busting and academia. Trabold graduated from St. 
Boniface School and Aquinas Institute. He taught theology 
and a popular parapsychology course called “Religion and 
the Paranormal” at St. Bonaventure University. He had a 
personal interest in the paranormal, demonic possessions, 
and connecting with those who had crossed over before 
him. Trabold was an authority on exorcism. According to 
St. Bonaventure University: A Haunted History: 








Fr. Trabold taught students 
about ghosts, demons, and ESP. 


Fr. Alphonsus Trabold was not only well-known for 
his strange hobbies and interests, but for the class, he 
offered on campus, nicknamed ‘Spooks.’ Fr. Alphon- 
sus taught students about the paranormal, discussing 
ghosts, demons, and ESP. In every class he taught, he 
left the front row of desks open for any ‘visitors from 
the other side’ that might want to join them for the day. 
‘Trabold, a Franciscan Friar, grew up with a keen 

interest in the paranormal. In a 2009 interview, he said: 

I suppose all kids kind of have an interest 1n the 
scary and the occult. I’ve been interested їп magic and 
witchcraft and the occult, both from the point of view 
of the paranormal powers and history. 

‘Trabold was known internationally ш the paranormal 
field and wrote numerous articles on the subject. He con- 
tributed to Robert Pelton’s In My Name Shall They Cast 
Out Devils and consulted on numerous cases, including 


events that inspired the 1979 movie The Amityville Horror.

Buffalo Rising author, Mason Winfield, paid Trabold 
the highest of compliments: 

Demonic possession may strike us as something 
out of the Middle Ages; out of Gothic fiction and 
film; or, too sadly, out of TV-style ghost hunting and 
sensationalism. The matter 15 indeed far from the 
daily work of the Church; but on those rare occasions 
that someone calls for help with a problem that might 
be supernatural, someone is needed to sort things 
out, to tell the psychological from the psychic, and the 
ordinarily psychic from that which 1s serious. A holy 
person can be needed to deal with the unholy. For 
Western New York, Father Alphonsus was the one. 
And, as clarified by writer Winfield, it 15 crucial to 

ascertain that one 15 dealing with the presence of the Evil 
One and not a mental illness. Graham C.L. Davey, writ- 
ing in Psychology Today, said that in Western societies, 
witchcraft and demonic possession were common expla- 
nations for psychopathology until the 18th century: 

Demonic or spirit possession 1s still a common 
explanation for mental health problems ш some 
less developed areas of the world — especially where 
witchcraft and voodoo are still important features 
of the local culture, such as Haiti and some areas of 
Western Africa. 

Davey believes that, unfortunately, exorcism has been 
used to treat individuals with a known history of diag- 








nosed psychotic symptoms. 


The Haunted Hinsdale House

as flickering lights, which soon became more threatening. 
Objects would fly off of shelves, and knives were hurled 
across the room. The Dandy’s two young children heard 
screams and chanting sounds and suffered bruises and 
scratches. In addition, they saw shadowy, non-human ap- 
рагшоп. 

In 1974, the family contacted Father Alphonsus to 
perform an exorcism. On April 13, 1974, noted psy- 
chic Alex Tanous, a film crew of NYU students and Fr. 
Trabold ventured to the home to attempt to *de-psyche" 
or cleanse the property, but the haunting became more 
extreme. Immediately, the house began shaking vio- 
lently, accompanied by a screaming noise. Reluctantly, 
Father Alphonsus told the family they were in danger and 
needed to evacuate their home: 

Some ground is Just bad, no one knows why. So 

Just leave as soon as you can and take only your things 

with you. Don't discuss your plans inside the house. 

This place is Just a hole to Hell. 

Another of his infamous cases was that of a young 
woman In her twenties who reportedly sold her soul to the 
devil. She told the priest she wanted revenge on a family 
member and began worshipping the devil. Trabold was 
unable to calm the woman down and sprinkled her with 
holy water. Then, he commanded the demon to leave in 
the name of Jesus Christ, the Blessed Trinity, St. Michael, 
and Our Lady of the Immaculate Conception. The wom- 
an threw herself on the floor and began crawling around 
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the room. The priest repeated his commands for the next 
90 minutes before she relaxed. Finally, something ugly 
and vile began to lift away. The grateful woman told him 
that this was the first time she felt happy in years. 
Trabold is acknowledged for performing a series 
of successful exorcisms ending the West Pittston Smurl 
hauntings that previously involved demonologists Ed 
and Lorraine Warren. Because Bishop James Timlin's 
diocese did not have a qualified exorcist, they summoned 
Trabold “with authority to do whatever was necessary.” 
But, unfortunately, 1t took four exorcisms to drive the 
demons out. 





‘Trabold never felt any contradiction between his pas- 
sion for his religion and parapsychology and sought to 1n- 
tegrate them, as he told BonAdventure writer Jim Miller: 

Any power that we have has to ultimately come 
from God. That's to be understood. Otherwise, it 

Just wouldn't be there. Very often, you will find that 

people associate any kind of paranormal ability — for 

instance, ESP — (with) something evil. Гуе had certain 
groups of clergymen of certain denominations con- 
demn these things. They say, ‘It’s the devil.’ No! No, 
it isn’t. It's just things we don’t understand. 

In 2001, Rev. Alphonsus Trabold, O.F.M., cel- 
ebrated the 50th anniversary of his ordination at the Holy 
Ghost Church in Gates, New York. Trabold died m 2005 
at the age of 80, recognized as one of the most accom- 


plished in his field. Ф

A Complete History of the Haunted Hoover House 

The Hoover House was built as a private residence 
in 1912 by Ira and Ella Hoover after they sold their farm, 
which was situated south of Waynesboro and 1s now the 
Municipal Golf Course. After the deaths of Ira and Юа, 
Elenore, who was their only child, inherited the home and 
lived here until her sudden death іп 1954. She passed of 
Coronary Thrombosis in what is now The Holzer Suite, as 
she was writing a book about the history of Waynesboro. 

After Elenore’s death, Joe and Carolyn Ausherman 
purchased the house and raised their family there. They 
preserved the Hoover House’s original beauty for three 
decades. During the 1980s, the Ausherman’s sold The 
Hoover House to The Eigenbrodes. In 1984 Dick and 
Joann Eigenbrode opened a full-service restaurant with 
dining and meeting rooms on the first and second floors. 
‘The Coal Mine was opened in the basement of the restau- 
rant as a more casual lounge. 

In 1987, Patty Clark purchased The Hoover House 
and turned it into a personal-care home. Licensed by the 
state of Pennsylvania, it was a residential nursing home 
that provided personal services, 24-hour supervision and 
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assistance, activities, and health-related services for its 
elderly residents for more than 15 years. 

In September 2003, The Hoover House was pur- 
chased by Waynesboro-Rose Manor LLC. Subsequently, 
its residents were moved to the renovated Leland Hotel 
at 120 West Main St. Waynesboro. Almost six months 
passed while the nostalgic Hoover House sat vacant. 

Barb and John Persun purchased the vacant nursing 
home from Waynesboro-Rose Manor LLC in March 
2004. They opened The 1912 Hoover House Restau- 
rant on September 28, 2005 after some renovating of all 
three floors of the former nursing home; they lived on 
the second and third floors. Fast forward to today, and 
The Historic 1912 Hoover House 15 open to the public to 
come and stay and investigate its bygone days.

THEST. CLAIR TRIANGLE UFO 
INCIDENT OF 2000

ithin the heartland of Southern Illinois 15 an 
area known as the St. Clair Triangle. During 
the early morning hours of January 5, 2000, 


while most residents were sleeping, 1t earned notoriety 
when several eyewitnesses, including police officers, re- 
ported seeing a massive triangular craft in the pre-dawn sky. 

It was a bitter cold morning, when at 4 a.m. Melvern 
Noll went to inspect his miniature golf course, named Fun 
Land, to determine if the office plumbing had frozen. He 
noticed a bright light in the sky and assumed it was a star. 
However, something about it didn't seem quite right. 

He went Inside the office for a few minutes, checked 
on the plumbing, and returned to his truck. Now, the 
bright light was shining down toward the ground. As it 
came closer, about 800 to 1,000 feet above him, he saw 1t 
was some sort of craft as large as a football field that ap- 
peared to have two floors with windows that were brightly 
lit inside. 





It was moving 1n a northeast direction and not making 
any sound. He was fearful that nobody would believe his 
story, but he reported it to the police. Dispatch immedi- 
ately sent out an officer to investigate. A neighbor, who 
had been listening to his police scanner, heard the call 
and went outside. He also saw the mysterious object that 
he described as having several bright lights. 

At 4:12 a.m., as Officer Ed Barton approached the 
area, he saw a massive, elongated, triangle-shaped craft 1n 
the sky. It was about 75 feet ш length and 40 feet wide. At 
each corner was a massive bright white light, and a smaller 
flashing red light was on the bottom. The rear of the craft 
had an array of white lights across the side and a thin strip 
of multicolored lights that ran horizontally. It was ap- 
proximately 1,000 feet above the ground and not making 
a sound. 
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As he watched it, it began rotating in the sky as if to 
turn. However, it did not bank like any regular aircraft. 
Instead, it pivoted in midair without ever tilting to one 
side or the other and remained completely level. 

At 4:23 a.m., Officer Dave Martin observed an object 
hovering at an altitude of about 1,000 feet above the 
ground. It did not make any sound and resembled the 
shape of a very large triangle about 75 to 100 yards wide. 
Three brilliant lights were being projected downward 
from the craft, and small red and green lights were on the 
back end. The bottom did not appear to be a flat surface; 
one section was lower than another section. He recalled 
there being some detail on the bottom of the craft that 
looked similar to building blocks. 

At 4:28 a.m., Officer Craig Stevens spotted an 








object in the sky at an altitude of about 500-1,000 feet. It 
was silent and was V-shaped with a concave rear with a 
horizontally moving strobing white light. The entire rear 
surface consisted of a bank of white lights similar to the 
description of the others, and the texture of the craft was 
compared to the three-dimensional blockiness of a naval 
battleship. 

Then at 5:03 a.m., Officer Matt Jany observed a craft 
hovering approximately 1,000 feet above the ground. It 
was triangular shaped with lights that were brighter than 
a typical aircraft. It was silent with large red glowing lights 
on the underside, accompanied by white lights that were 
flashing around the craft’s perimeter. 

‘That morning, the National Institute for Discovery 


The St. Clair Triangle UFO incident in January 2000 was reported on by local 
news media and later examined in detail on several TV programs. 


Science (NIDSci) — founded in 1995 by 
real-estate developer Robert Bigelow — 
received a report via their 24-hour hotline 
from Officer Stevens in Millstadt, Illinois, 
stating that an unidentified flying object 
was observed in Lebanon, Highland, 
Dupo, Shiloh, Summerfield, Millstadt, and 
O’Fallon. Among them were some very 





credible witnesses, including a business 
owner and four police officers. Overall, the 
object had traveled approximately 62 miles 
in a southwestern direction within an hour. 
John Velier, Bigelow’s representative, 
traveled to Illinois and interviewed as many 








witnesses as possible. He interviewed person- 
nel at Scott Air Force Base who stated they 
did not have any aircraft in the air at that tme 
and had no knowledge of any flying objects 
in the region. Personnel at Boeing in St. 
Louis stated they did not have any aircraft in 
the sky between midnight and sunrise. 
According to the official report from Colm Kelleher, 
deputy administrator of NIDSci, which went defunct in 
2004, the investigation never reached a conclusion. 
Officer Barton's account disputes any theory that the 
UFO was from our own government. He said his father

was ап active member of the Air Force for 21 vears, and 
with the family having lived on base, he had become very 
familiar with both foreign and domestic aircraft. 

The incident soon caught the attention of the media, 
and several news stories covered the event, including 
UFOs Over Illinois on the Discovery Channel and an 
independent documentary by Darryl Barker titled The 
Edge of Reality: Illinois UFO January 5, 2000. Ф

TAL AAGNTINGS 
OF AIST ORY

ike many investigators of the paranormal, I have 

spent over three decades 1n numerous allegedly 

haunted old castles, rums, and ancient buildings 
where 1t was claimed that historical figures from hundreds 
of years ago have been witnessed haunting the place. 
Eyewitness accounts of these ghosts usually describe some 
familiar spectral figure dressed in period clothing usually 
thought to be in perpetual turmoil due to some tale of lost 
love or a tragic event that may or may not have occurred 
way back in the mists of time. 

Many of the ghostly inhabitants in Scotland’s castles 
I’ve investigated were described to me as green ladies who 
are kindly and protective, and sometimes a grey or white 
lady was said to haunt the corridors too. It does seem that 
the color schemes in the afterlife are rather limited! I can 
add that Гуе been honored to have seen quite a few of 
these figures on my paranormal travels. 

During my lone vigils and investigations 1n ancient 
buildings throughout the U.K., I have to say that very 
rarely have I experienced a genuine intelligent haunting 
and found that most of the stories or reported activity had 
usually been exaggerated in the retelling or was simply 
down to the imagination of those involved due to the 
power of suggestion — that “If it looks haunted it must be 
haunted” myth. 

Any genuine activity I did witness was usually residual 
in nature and rarely interacted with me. I say usually 
because there have been a couple of moments when 1 
knew for certain I was communicating with someone who 
had left this mortal coil several centuries ago, and these 
interactions are by far the most fascinating experiences 
I've personally had. This has led me onto a rather strange 
quest — initially for my own curiosity — to seek out the 
spirits of famous characters from history and discover 
more about their lives and personalities. 

For instance, it 1s claimed that the spirit of Mary 
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Queen of Scots, In particular, haunts several different 
locations across my own native land — all located many 
miles apart. This leads me to believe that she 1s possibly 
the busiest, most well-traveled spirit ever or that maybe 
witnesses were possibly mistaken and it wasn't Mary? 
Over the years, Гуе visited most of the places where 
Mary 15 said to have appeared and haven't picked up 
much about her during my investigations. I have, how- 
ever, received EVPs and other communication from 
other women from that time; a few maids and one lady- 








in-waiting. 


We have to remind ourselves that many of the more 
affluent ladies from that period would have dressed 
similar in style. It must be said that Mary's turbulent Ше 
and violent ending would be a catalyst for her afterlife 
visits to several castles she once knew. The first reports 
of her specter were actually reported not long after her 
execution by beheading in 1587 when she was seen at 
Craignethan Castle. 

Over the centuries, 1t has been said that her ghost 
visits several other Scottish castles too and a few locations 
as far afield as England and even Denmark. It is said she 
walks through Tutbury Castle, the Tower of London, and, 
not surprisingly, her place of death in Northamptonshire. 
The castle is demolished, but the actual staircase where 
it's claamed she descended on the day of her execution 
has been moved and 15 now within a hotel. 

When I personally visited those particular locations, І 
finally sensed her presence and a message heard through 
the SB7 Spirit Box I had with me later confirmed it was 
indeed her: “In manus tuas, Domine.” А strange message 
indeed that I couldn't decipher. However, after translation 
it reads, “Into thy hands, О Lord," which I later discov- 
ered were some of her last words as she was about to be 
beheaded. This was one of the most amazing pieces of 
proof I've received through an electronic device and gave 
me the chills I hope for from every investigation. 

During my lone vigils, I actually prefer candlelight; 
traditional methods; such as my own senses, and allowing 
the spirit to communicate through physical phenomena, 
such as moving objects and knocking on walls. 

A few months back, I began to search for William 
Burke and William Hare, the infamous murdering duo 
who murdered people in Old Edinburgh in the early 19th 
Century and sold the bodies to the surgeons after. Dur- 
ing my investigations round the city, I met several spirits 
of old, but the murderous duo remained elusive in my 
search. However, I did find the spirit of William Burke — 
in a pub of all places. This was not any normal pub; this 
15 Edinburgh City's oldest public house, The White Hart 
Inn. This was a place where Burke & Hare would meet, 
drink, and lure their victims to their deaths. 

I must admit I was very surprised to find the afterlife 
personality of Burke to be a rather light-hearted, humor- 
ous, and quick-witted man — dare I say even likeable! I 
can see how he could lure a victim out into the foggy dark 
night with his charm and seeming good nature. He com- 
municated with me through a series of knocks on a table 
and around the room. It was fascinating to receive intel- 
ligent responses and poltergeist phenomena from such an 
infamous character. 

Strangely, nearly 200 years after William Burke 























ordered his last round at The White Hart Inn, he still 
claimed to be an innocent man and blamed Hare for all 
the murders they were both charged with so long ago. 

At the time, Burke was found guilty and hanged 
nearby the Inn on a winter morning in 1829.

It wasn't just a click here and there. There 
would be people talking 1n the background 
like they were In a large room. One time 
it was a bit funny, because two people 
were talking outside of my conversa- 
поп with a friend of mine. We both 
got irritated and told whoever was 
listening in to either Join our con- 
versation or get off the line. At the 
üme, we were on our cellphones 
talking to each other, and inter- 
esangly enough, this male voice 
hesitated and then clicked off.

AN INVESTIGATION IN 
SOMERVILLE

en was the last time you watched а para- 
normal-themed television show where there 
were no malevolent entities, scared victims, 
or feelings of dread, but just people and entities just living 
happily together? 

Unless it was a Disney movie, my guess would be 
never. Basically, fear sells, as evidenced by the content 
of most shows nowadays. Watching an episode of happy 
endings is not what most people tune in to see. 

Recently, our paranormal investigative team was 
invited to investigate a house In Somerville, Tennessee, 
owned by Cory and Beverly. 














It was one of those investigations that was based on 
curiosity rather than an urgency to find out whether the 








home's residents faced impending doom. No threats, no 
demons, no activities meant to scare you in the middle of 
the night. Just curiosity. 

Му wife's nephew, Greg, was instrumental in prompt- 
ing this investigation. Greg had been at Cory and Bev- 
erly's house on several occasions over the years and had 
experienced several occurrences of his own, many of 
which mirrored claims from the family. 





Paranormal Claims 

During the pre-investigation interview on the phone, 
we were provided with a wealth of claims from the family, 
including the following: 

• ‘Their daughter had reported seeing an old lady ina 
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long white wedding dress 1п her bedroom several 
times. 

• The family hears knocking on windows, as if to get 
someone's attention when they are leaving the house. 

* Deverly felt a cold hand on her shoulder when tak- 
ing a shower. 

e At 3 a.m., the family has heard what sounds like 
а man sitting on their front porch playing a guitar and 
singing. 

е ‘They have а ghost dog, which has been seen or 
heard by them and the other dogs in the house. 

е They have a rocking chair that will move (rock) on 
its own. 

Finally, they had a friend visiting with their little girl. The 
girl looked in an adjoming room and said, “Be careful An- 
nie.” There was по one іп that room. No one present knew 
who Annie was but later found out that previous owners had 
a young daughter named Annie who died in the house. 


The Investigation 

Our team consisted of Angela Wallace, Тага Fin- 
ley, and myself. Upon arrival, we were greeted by Cory 
and Beverly, who immediately offered refreshments and 
snacks. 

We could feel the positive energy they radiated. 
Unfortunately, we found several people in the house that 
were there just to watch us investigate, which causes huge 

problems during an investigation. 

‘The mixed energies of so many people will usually 

compromise any attempt at investigating or communt- 
cating with what is present. When you enter a house, 
energies swirl, like drops of food coloring placed in a 
glass of clear water. That 1s why you often feel а no- 
ticeable difference if a stranger sits right next to you 

in some waiting room or packed event. As your 

energies touch, a new equilibrium is developed, 

be it positive or negative. The same applies to the 

entities you are trying to communicate with. Often, 
the entities present will either hide, leave, or refuse to 
communicate at all. 

We failed to clarify before the investigation that 
the only people that should be present 15 the 1n- 
vestigators, and possibly other members of the 

residence who may prompt communication 

with whatever is present. 
As a rule, in this situation, we don't even 
attempt to investigate and try to reschedule, but 
because of the distance we had traveled, we decided to 




















continue the investigation anyway. 

То begin the investigation, we went through the 
house to get baseline readings of electromagnetic 
frequencies (EMF). Tara found a high amount of this 
energy in Cory and Beverly's bedroom, which should be 
further investigated. 

Boo Buddy (BB) — a specialized teddy bear that 1s 
equipped with sensors to detect movement, temperature, 
and EMF variations — asks random questions every 40 
seconds. 

A digital recorder was placed close to where it was set 
up to capture anything attemptng to interact with it. ВВ 
was placed in a room away from all of the other activity 1n 
the house. 

Several times throughout the investigation, BB said it 
liked holding hands or was being tickled. ‘This 15 а re- 
sponse it gives when something 15 moving or touching it, 
and it was recorded when it was in a closed room with no 
one present. 

Much of the first half of the investigation resulted іп 
httle or no activity at all, but once most of the spectators 
had left, the interaction increased significantly. 





— 
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EVP Analysis 

‘There were three tape recorders used during the 
investigation, recording over four hours of data. Out of 
those recordings, we were able to capture only four clips 
that were intelligible, which 1s not unusual. 

The three clips we found most Interesting was when 
BB asked, *What s your favorite color?" and was given a 
response of “red.” This was in an empty room. 

When Beverly was talking about a cold hand touch- 
ing her shoulder in the shower, a very faint and quick 
response can be heard: *It's your uncle." 

Finally, as we were wrapping up near the snacks they 
had prepared, a female voice can be heard under our con- 
versations saying, “Goodnight, friends, goodnight.” 


K-II Communications 

Spirits often try to communicate with the devices 
we use that are easiest for them to interact with. Some- 
times it’s EVPs only; other times it’s through EMF de- 
vices like the К-П Meters. In this investigation, the К-П 
Meter was the piece of equipment the entities chose to 
use the most. 

Before we begin sessions with a К-П Meter, we 
explain to the entities that the meters light up from green 
to red. When we get a response of red, it means yes. No 
response 15 meant as а no. The higher it lights the meter, 





the more powerful the response. 
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The following is a listing of some of the positive 
responses recorded during the investigation: 

* Are you a little scared of the K-II Meter? —Yes 

* Are you a female? — Yes 

* [s there more than one here? — Yes 

* [s the lady in white here? — Yes 





° Are there 5 to 10 entities here? — Yes (they could 
be counting the living as well) 

* Are you stuck here? — No 

* Do you like to hang out with family? — Yes 

It should be mentioned that the SLS camera did proj- 
ect a “stick figure" of a bipedal form by the rocking chair 
during the EVP session that Tara initiated. 


Conclusion 

Based on the claims, experiences, and data we 
collected, we believe that the family's house does have 
entities present. T hat does not mean that they are there all 
the ame, but we believe they come and go. None of them 
appeared to be negative, as we did not sense anything of 
that nature throughout the investigation. 

The constant interaction with the Boo Buddy teddy 
bear could have been caused by the child spirit of Annie, 
who might also be the only spirit who does have a reason 
to stick around full time and might need help to cross 
over. In the meantime, she has a ghost dog to play with 
and a loving family and happy environment to coexist in. Ф

IN MEMORIAM: 1931-2021

nce upon a time, I served as a peace officer 
assigned to the fairgrounds police. I did this 


for about six months until I got my private 


limo pulled up in front of the hotel and two very large 
men got out. One stood by the limo as the other ap- 
proached me. 


detective license and went into the 
private sector. I did this for about a 
year before taking a Job as a security 
agent for a major hotel. The hotel’s 
security agent was basically a body 
guard. 

I was working at the hotel for 
about three months when the hotel 
manager promoted me to a security 
supervisor of the third shift, mean- 
ing I would be managing the night 
security staff of four plain clothes 
detectives. One day I was off duty 
when the phone rang at my house. 
It was the hotel manager. He wanted 
me to come 1n right away. I told him 
I would be right there. 

I got to the hotel as fast as possi- 
ble and went to the manager’s office.

He 
informed me that Bishop Desmond 
‘Tutu was going to spend the night at 
the hotel, and he wanted me to make sure no one both- 
ered him. Bishop ‘Tutu was a South African Anglican 
bishop and theologian, known for his work as an anti- 
apartheid and human rights activist. He was Bishop of 
Johannesburg from 1985 to 1986 and then Archbishop 
of Cape Town from 1986 to 1996. 

I told the manager I would ensure there would be 
no problems for Bishop ‘Tutu. 

Later that afternoon, I stood outside the hotel 
and waited for the Bishop’s arrival. Finally, a large

The man asked if I was the secu- 
rity agent, and I shook my head yes. 
He informed me that they were secu- 
rity for the Bishop. He nodded to the 
other man, who then opened the limo 
door. Bishop Tutu got out. He had a 
big smile on his face. He walked over 
to me and extended his hand to me. I 
took his hand and shook it. 

"Nice to meet you sir," Bishop 
Tutu said to me. I introduced myself 
as he shook my hand, and then he 
said, “Ahhh, I sense there’s more to 
you than meets the eye, Willie.” I 
responded in the affirmative. 

I escorted the Bishop and his se- 
curity men to the fifth floor to a suite 
with two bedrooms. After I made sure 
they were secure іп the suite, I settled 
down for a long night on duty, mak-

The next morning at about 8 a.m., the door to 
Bishop Tutu's room opened, and the three men came 
out.
